Joans on long credit, is well calculated to recommend it to all men ot property and ` 
capital. Without’ discussing the merits of this charter, it occursto me, that the 
uncertainty in the price of real estate, in this country, would render-it difficult, if not 
mpracticable, to afford the State indemnity froni this source.

The protectivé policy of the General Government has produced in the Southern 
States 4 deep and settled discontent! which no patriot can regard with indifference, 
it is net a sudden or factious feeling Caused by-imaginiry evils, but a firmly rooted 
dissatisfaction, originating in a strong and clear sense cf injuries inflicted on their 
constitutional rights.—TIt is in vain to attempt to divert them by the sophistry which 
claims the power of controlling and regulating the industry of the country, from the 
constitutional grant to levy duties, &c, and to regulate commerce, It is a pretext, 
and ncthing buta pretext, for perverting the taxing powerto purposes of undisguised ' 
injustice. Nothing is better understood bythe American people, of all ctasses, than 


` that the proper object of taxation is to defray the necessary expenses of the gov. rn- 


ment, aud thatthe power to regulate commerce-was conferred. to afford protection to 
our rights asa nation in our foreign intercourse. In the pure days of the republic, it 
was not supposed that the extraordinary pretension would be set up of overcoming 
the natural inequalities of the different sections of the Union, by an arbitrary transfer 
of the profits of labor, from one to the other; nor was it anticipated that particular 
branches of industry" would be sustained at the expense and to the detriment ot others. 
“Yet all this has been done with ap extravagance which shows that patriotism has but 
dittle connexion with this policy, and that avarice is the great agent which has been 
at work in establishing a preference for individual benefit over the general prosperity. 
This partial and unjust legislation in the national government is hastening a cris#pin 
Our affairs which involves in its consequeuces the dissolution of the Union. How to 
vert ab event so disastrous, and to have restored to us our constitutional rights, is the 
great question now before us, and those who attempt its solution should endeavor to 


discard the prejudices which have been engendered by a sense of accumulated wrongs. 


Uf anything of feeling be mingled in our deliberations on this momentous subject, let 
ir be that feeling which glows inthe patriot’s bosom when hetovés his country most. 

It does not appear to me that the period of despair has arfived, but onthe contrary, 
encouraging hopes are offered, that the republic will yet be saved. In the clouds 
which overhang the political horizon; byight spots are to be seen, whith forbode that 
the storm is subsiding, Since the passage of the tariff bill of 1828, two attempts have . 


beca mauc to effect a reduction of the duties'on foreign importations, both of which

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have heen crawned with partial success, In 1830, the redaction on the articles of 
salt arid molasses amounted to near ong million of dollars; and at the last session of 
Congress the reduction on protected articles, embracing those which are extensively 
used in the South, amounted ta near two millions of dollars. | The occurrences of the 
last session, in connexion with the bill of 1832, demonstrate that the system “of pro- 
tection has received a shock which should he hailed as the precursor of its final over- 
throw. 

The debates upon this bill and the various attemps made by the most influential 
advocates of the manufacturing interests, to introduce amendments unfavorable to 
the planting States, leave no doubt that it is giving away, ¿and that public opinion 
will ere long achieve for us our long lost rights,” 

The payment of the national debt being considered as already completed, so far as 
the question of reducing the revenue was concerned, we were led to believe that no 
pretence could be found for collecting from the people a greater amount than might 
be wanted to meet the necessary expenditures of the government. In this reasona- 
ble expectation we have been disappointed by circumstan¢es which were not fore- 
seen, and instead of being the most favorable, the last was More inauspicious to our 
relief than any future session of Congress will be. Among the causes weich operated 
materially in postponing our just demands, may he classed that of the presidential 
election, That the hopesof one of the candidates for the office of President depend. - 
upon maintaining the American System, is too obvious to require proof, 

The Tariff and the Bask questions were both made subordinate to the Presidential 
contest, and these measures were advocated and maintained by many of the political 
friends of the individual referred to, as the means of securing his election, This dis- 
tinguished gentleman was himself a member of the Senatey and it was proverbial at 
Washington that the fate of the manufacturers was subject to his direction, All his 
eloquence and his influence were exerted against us. 

A favorable change in public opinion is rapidly taking p ace in the Western States, 
and when the connexion shall be dissolved between the een of President and the 
proteetion of domestic industry, the principles of free trade will be triumphant in des- 
pite of the combined and concentrated opposition of the restrictionists, It is impossi- 


ble that the inconsiderable number who are interested in| manufactures in the west ~ 


can for any length of time, continue the delusion over the great mass of the communi: 


ty, by which they have been induced ta support a policy so injurious to their interest, . 


Should the decision of the people, which is at hand, belin favor of the administra» 
tion of General Jackson, our cause will receive an auxiliary in that illustrious citizen, 
whose influence his opponents know well how to estimate, jand whose patriotic exer- 
tions in favor of constitutional liberty they cannot counteract. He bas already re- 
buked the spirit of monopoly which has for some time been predominant in the na- 
tional councils, and proclaimed his determination to bring back the government tothe 
true principles of the Constitution. z , 

Jf there is any foundation for the assertion that the Tariff has been considerably re- 
duced under the most unfavorable circumstances—if the gause of the South was only 
partially successful at the last session of Congress, from the interest felt in, and the 
excitement growing out of the presidential contest—if there is any reason to believe 


that public opinion is undergoing a favorable change,—and if itbetrue that the fed- * 


struggle, I ask if this isthe time to despair, and if patriotism does not forbid that we 
honld enter upon any rash and untried expedient that may lead toa dissolution of the 
Union and the destruction of our liberties? All that is nécessary is to be united, and 
to persevere with firmness in adopting such measures of redress as are recognized by 
the Constitution. Nothing is more to be deplored than the divisions which have sprung 
up amongst us, as to the means which should be adopted to obtain redress, destroy- 
ing, utterly destroying, that unanimity of sentiment and concert of action, without 
whigh we have every thing to dread, and but little to hope.
